Alabama Co-op 
Pays Taxes 
To Alabama 


Alabama Electric Coop- 
erative in the past three 
weeks has paid out more 
than $21,185 in taxes to the 
State of Alabama on elect- 
ricity generated and sold 
during the past year. 

The Andalusia-based 
cooperative generates and 
transmits wholesale elect- 
ricity to distributive coop- 
eratives, cities and large 
industries in South Alaba- 
ma and Northwest Florida, 

AEC paid some $9,152 
in late September on hydro- 
produced electricity. The 
tax is levied against coop- 
eratives and private com- 
panies onthe basis of elect- 
ricity by the force of falling 
water, Amount of the tax 
flucturates from year to 
year depending on the water 
Supply. 

The company paid $12, 
032 in gross receipts tax 
October 15. This is a 4 
mill tax on all electric 
power sold and applies eq- 
ually to cooperatives and 
private companies, Other 
utilities such as water and 
pee pay a lower rate of 

mills, 

Alabama Electric will 
pay property taxes in the 
counties in which it owns 
property later in the sea- 
son, It pays all taxes paid 
by private companies 
except income tax on pro-

RAT CONTROL 

Coffee County home 
owners and farmers should 
concentrate on an inten- 
sive rat and mouse cam-~ 
paign during the cold mon- 
ths that are ahead, Rats 
move from feed storage 
buildings into the houses 
in the fall, Earl Kennamer, 
our fish and wildlife spe- 
cialist at Auburn, gives 
three procedures to keep 
down the rat population, 
Kennamer has this to say 
about controlling rats: 
“Pirst, rat-proof all build- 
ings whenever possible and 
store foods in metal con- 
tainers with tight fitting 
lids. Second, remove piles 
of rocks, trash, old lum- 
ber and keep vegetation 
cut to ground level for 
at least 100 feet from all 
buildings and residential 
areas, Third, provide plen- 
tiful fresh anti-coagulant 
baits in dry cereal form 
and in water, Anti-coagu- 
lants include Diphacin, Pi- 
vat, Fumarin, PMP, Pro- 
lin and Warfarin.”

A person reaching age 
65 should enroll in Medi- 
care during one of the three 
months irhmediately pre- 
ceding the month of his 
65th birthday, Mrs, Scott 
stated, but a delay beyond 
this time will postpone 
medicare coverage En- 
rollment made the month 
a person is 65 or in one 
of the three months after- 


wards will cause the per- 


son to wait a month or 
more for his health insur- 
ance coverage. An extended 
delay in filing may prevent 
medical insurance cover- 
age indefinitely. 

Persons already re- 
ceiving social security 
benefits will be mailed a 
card on which enrollment 
may be made for the med- 
ical insurance. This should 
arrive about three months 
before the 65th birthday, 
and should be returned 
without delay in the enve- 
lope enclosed with the card, 
If the enrollment card is 
lost or not received by the 
first of the month before 
age 65, the Dothan Social 
Security Office should be 
contacted immediately. 

Even if the person is 
continuing to work, an ap~ 
plication must be filed with 
the Social Security Admin- 
istration in order to esta- 
blish entitlement to Medi- 
care coverage, 

The Dothan District Of- 
fice is open from 8;45a.m, 
to 5:00 p.m. Monday to Fri- 
day, and extra hours on 
Saturday from 9;00 a.m, to 
12:00 noon should other 


questions arise on Medi- 
care and when to enroll, 
Mr. Scott said.

“The current market 
slump is unlike previous 
low price periods which 
resulted from increased 
productions, ’’ said Ex-~ 
tionsion Service Poultry 
Marketing Specialist Wil- 
son Lee, ‘“‘Outside influ- 
ences have caused unex- 
pected low prices in the 
broiler industry in recent 
weeks,” 

Factors contributing to 
the low market include the 
riots in major cities which 
have disrupted normal sup- 
ply; frozen food processors 
producing more fresh, ice- 
packed chicken; the late 


start of the Department of 
Agriculture’s school lunch 
purchase program; and the 
decline of chicken exports.
